f’ PNEUMATIC HOISTS. 

How Tliey Are Employed In Shops, 

Shipyards and Similar Placss, 

Pneumatic hoists of different styles are 
extensively used in machine and boiler 
•hops, foundries, shipyards, bridge works, 
slaughter house*, breweries, factories in 
every branch of trade, in all places, in 
fact, where it is necessary to rai»e heavy 
loads frequently and’ expeditiously. The 
type of hoiBt in most general use and the 
one possessing the widest range of adapta¬ 
bility is the ordinary direct acting, straight 
lift hoist. Thi 3 is simply a cylinder sus¬ 
pended from the top end and fitted with a 
piston and piston rod, the latter having a 
hook at its lower end for receiving the 
weight. In the smaller sizes of these 
hoists the cylinder fusoally consists of or¬ 
dinary brass tubing with oast heads held 
in place by tie rods passing through the 
heads and secured by nuts. In tbe larger 
hoists the cylinder is a casting bored out 
to the proper diamoter. 

"When the nature of the service permits, 
the hoists are suspended in a fixed and 
permanent location, but their greatest 
field of usefulness is realized by suspend¬ 
ing them from a trolley running on an 
overhead rail. When so arranged, the air 
supply hose is sufficiently long to permit 
the hoist to be moved the entire length of 
the overhead rail. The hose Is wound up¬ 
on a drum and passes over idlers arranged 
alongside of the rail, a spring fining util¬ 
ized for rewinding the hose upon the drum 


as the hoist retiu-ns. 

Another method is to disconnect the 
hose from the hoist when necessary by 
means of a convenient coupling, the escape 
of air being prevented through the auto¬ 
matic closing of the valve by the air pres¬ 
sure. With this arrangement the range of 
travel of the hoist with its load is unre¬ 
stricted. The hoist requires no labor oth¬ 
er than the manipulation of a three way 
Valve, and the load may be held at any 
point at will. The speed of lifting is vari¬ 
able, being entirely under the control of 
the operator, and the workman does not 
have to wait for slowly moving mechan¬ 
ism, as in chain hoists. 

Horizontal cylinder hoists may be used 
in cases where head room is lacking, and 
these are constructed in a variety of forms, 
but whenever the conditions will permit, 
whether upon cranes or otherwise, the 
vertical direct acting type is preferable, 
as it is more easily operated, is higher in 
efficiency, and lifts more evenly and 
smoothly than the other type. 

When it is impossible to utilize either 
the vertical or horizontal hoist, the air 
motor hoist may be used to advantage. In 
this device the common differential chain 
hoist is provided with an air motor fitted 
between the side plates which form the 
frame of the hoist.—W. P. Pressinger in 
Cassier’s Magazine For February.

Trees Protected From Rabbits,

e'orrespondent, I set out 100 plum trees. 
The rabbits were plenty, and to save my 
trees-I got wire cloth, cut it in pieces 6 
oy 8 inches, and put it around, pinched 
close to the tree, and have not had any 
of them gnawed. The expense was 1% 
cents per tree. 

How to Grill Salt Pork. 

Take a pound of quite thin slices of 
the thick part of side pork, of a clear 
white and thinly streaked with lean. 
Hold on a toasting fork before a clear 
fire to grill, immersing it frequently in 
cold water to remove the superfluous fat 
and render it more delicate. Put each 
slice as cooked in a warm covered pan. 
When all are done, serve hot. 

How to Hake Lip Salve. 

Almond oil, quarter of a pound; wax 
and spermaceti, each one ounce; attar 
of almonds, half a dram; attar of ge¬ 
ranium, quarter of a dram. Heat and 
mix thoroughly. 

How to Core Wliooping CougH. 

For obstinate cases of whooping 
cough the following prescription has 
been highly recommended: Bromoform, 
16 parts; tincture of gelsemium, 16 
parts; sirup of lactucarium, 120 parts; 
powdered acacia, q. s. The dose is three 
or four teaspoonfuls during each day.

This is to he served with chops and is 
made by parboiling two or three onions, 
draining them and cutting them in 
pieces and placing them over the fire 
with two teaspoonfuls of sugar and a 
dash of pepper and salt. Let cook with¬ 
out coloring, add two tablespoonfuls of 
boiled rice and a pint of broth and sim¬ 
mer until the onion is soft. Add two 
tablespoonfuls of finely grated cheese, 
mix thoroughly and press through a 
sieve. Reheat and add salt and pepper 
if necessary and a tablespoonful of 


hp. He also says: 

There are millions of acres of suit¬ 
able chestnut land in this country, and 
much of it that is peculiarly adapted to 
its culture. Sandstone, shale or sandy, 
well drained soil is the best. Limestone 
land does not seem to suit the wild 
chestnut trees, for they are seldom found 
on it. The hills and mountains from 
Ma^hchusetts to Georgia are the home 
of our great wild chestnut forests. 

Of all the varieties of the chestnut, 
either European, Asiatic or American, 
theKillen is the largest I have seen, and 
I do not believe there is any other as 
large in this country. The Giant, which 
is of Japanese origin, is the nearest to 
it, and some of the Parry seedlings are 
almost as large. 

The Killen is a Beedling of the Japa¬ 
nese species, Castauia japonica, and 
originated from a nut planted within 
the last ten years by J. W. Killen of 
Delaware. The tree began to bear very 
early, and it was a remarkable sight to 
see the large burs on eo small a tree. 
The first time I saw it was in 1893. It 
was then bearing several burs and not 
so high as my head. Mr. Killen began 
to graft the soions in other trees and 
found that they bore the next year after 
being set. This precooity and abundant 
fruitfulness seem to be typical of the 
variety, judging by all the young trees 
and grafts as well as by the old tree. 

The nuts are very large. There are 
rarely less than three nuts to the bur, 
and single nuts, when they do oocur, 
are even larger. In quality the Killen 
chestnuts is not equal to onr native wild 
chestnuts, nor are any of the varieties 
of the foreign types, so far as I bave 
tested them. But it is better than the 
average of either the European or Jap¬ 
anese kinds. In habit the tree is not so 
robust as some of the Japanese varieties, 
but it is not feeble or so dwarfish as 
some of them. It makes a very satisfac¬ 
tory orchard tree. j

Judd Parmer suggests that for late 
frniting tbe. opposite process may bo 
more successfully employed with one of 
the latest varieties.

WINTERING BEES. 

protection Out of Doots Versus Plae- 
_ ing Hives In tlie Cellar. 

In the northern states no one now 
thinks of wintering bees out of doors 
Without protection. Some beekeepers 
use double wall hives, the space between 
the walls being filled with chaff.' Oth¬ 
ers are single wail hives, which are 
cheaper, and they are protected with 
obaff, sawdust; forest leaves or the like, 
this material being held in place by an 
outer oase made for the purpose or by a 
packing box of some kind. Sometimes 
hives are protected by being placed in 
long rows, boards being put up at the 
frout, back and ends, then the packing 
material is pnt in and a roof pnt over 
all. The packing ought to be three or 
four inches thick at the sides and five 
or six deep on top. 

. There is much tallrof the damage 
done by moisture in outdoor wintering. 
The moisture does no harm so long as it 
is in the form of vapor, and it will re¬ 
main in that form unless it comes in 
oontaot with some cool surface. Some 
make arrangements for this moisture to 
pass off above the brood nest, but this 
makes more or less of a draft through 
the hive. A better way is to have the 
hives so well protected that the cold ail 
cannot strike the walls, then there will 
be no condensation. The place to give 
ventilation is at the bottom. Put a rim 
two inches high under each hive. Have 
an entrance in the upper edge of the 
rim. This will do away with all clog¬ 
ging of the entrance with dead bees, 
and no dead bees will become damp 
and mouldy from the moisture that 
escapes from the cluster.

Brlniyims Fruit Tree* Into Seulm*. 

Fruit trees of any kind frequently 
grow with great luxurianoe. In this 
they are usually unfruitful. No, tree 
commences to flower and fruit until its 
vegetative exuberance baa been .some¬ 
what checked. Those who understand 
the art of fruit culture thoroughly can 
bring these wayward treei into a 
straighter line of duty by root pruning 
them. It is effeoted by digging a trench 
around the tree and then Ailing it up 
with the earth that has been thrown 
out. This, cutting off the ends of th* 
roots causes check to the extreme vigor, 
and the result is the production of flow- ■ 
ers instead of branches. The distance 
from the trunk that the trench Ehouid 
be dug will, of course, depend upon the 
age and size of the tree, a* also its ratio 
of luxuriance. The aim should be to dig 
so aB to cut off about one-third of it* 
roots. The pear, as well as other fruit 
trees, is particularly benefited by rodt 
pruning. In recommending this opera¬ 
tion, as described, Meehan’s Monthly 
says it can be carried out at any time 
during the fall or winter season. 

Care ot Home Plant*. 

Among addresses before the Ontario 
Fruit Growers’ association Mr. W. Gam- 
mage of London, gave a practical one 
upon the “Gars of Home Plants.” As 
reported in American Gardening, be 
^aid that tba living room, with its hot, 
dry atmosphere, was death to flower* 
Where gas was burned the effeot was the 
dropping of the blooms. Gas will not 
hurt palms so much, but they must 
have lots of light, air and water. In hit 
opinion the injudicious use of commeri 
oial fertilizers, was the cause of a-great 
loss in house plants. Some people have 
an extraordinary idea that castor oil is 
beneficial to some plant*. Oh the con¬ 
trary, the practice is injurious and ir¬ 
rational. When nitrogeuou* fertilizers 
ete. needed, apply in growing season. 
Phosphates, which influence the color¬ 
ing of plants, should be mixed in the 
soil before n*e._

ter. Therefore investigators of this trou¬ 
ble seem to be arriving at the opinion 
that to out the stalks off entirely in the 
middle of the growing season only - 
makes worse a matter which is already 
bad enough. When Canada thistles are 
treated in this way, it is expected that 
it will kill the roots. It sometimes fails 
to do so, and this may be the case with 
asparagus. Nevertheless it ia nnneces- 
•arily harsh treatment. 

New* and Notes. 

\ The increase of exports of cotton from 
the United States to all countries except 
Russia and tbe Netherlands has been 
very large, in most of them the amount 
being more than double what it was ten 
years ago, but owing to the extremely 
low prices in 1897-8 the value of the 
total exports was $7,883,056 less than 
in-1889. 

The growth of sentiment in favor of 
good roads is shown by the passage cf 
progressive laws in New York, Penn¬ 
sylvania and other states and by tbe ap¬ 
pointment of a highway commissicm in 
Maryland, and also by the reports cf in¬ 
creased sales of roadmaking machinery. 

The department of agriculture has 
four scientific explorers abroad getting 
seeds and plants, one in Russia, one in 
the countries around the Mediterranean, 
one in the China seas and one in South 
America, 

The demand upon tbe bureau'of ani¬ 
mal industry for blackleg vaccine has 
increased very much during . the year. 
The results received from its use indi¬ 
cate that the percentage of loss in herds 
has been reduced from 10 to 20 per cent 
to less than 1 per cent.
